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Buxton  ALandstreet  Store  No.  3  exact  location?  DAVIS,  WV

Ed  George  on  7-4-15  brought  up  the  question  of  the  placement  of  Braeholm  for  the  Buxton  &Landstreet 
store  No.  3  scrip,  noting  that  the  "B"  cut  out  would  seem  to  be  Benbush  scrip.  Later  Ed  noted  that  all  of 
Buxton  &Landstreet  stores  were  in  the  North  part  of  the  state  and  seems  strange  to  only  have  one  store  in 
the  South  where  Davis  Coal  &  Coke  Co.  had  no  mines. 

The  ICS  scrip  records  I  have  has  store  No.  3  ICS  scrip  was  shipped  to  Thomas,  but  someone  later  (appears 
modern  time)  has  written  Braeholm  on  the  records  and  that  is  where  it  was  placed  in  the  first  edition  of 
Edkins  and  it  has  been  carried  forward. 

The  ISC  ledger  records  for  MMISC  scrip  show  that  on  1-18-1926  four  (4)  orders  were  placed  by  Buxton 
&Lanndstreet  and  to  be  sent  to: 

Shipped  to  Davis  the  No.  3  store  1,000  pieces  of  brass  with  a  "B"  cutout,  no  town  name 
Shipped  to  Benbush  1,000  pieces  nickel  plate  with  a  "B"  cutout 
Shipped  to  Pierce  2,000  pieces  copper  with  a  "P"  cutout 
Shipped  to  Thomas  2,000  pieces  copper  with  a  "T"  cut  out 


Bradstreet  records  of  1919  hasCoketon  listed  with  a  population  of  2,000  with  a  Buxton  &Landstreet  store, 
also  Thomas  one  mile  away  had  a  Buxton  &Landstreet  store.  The  town  of  Kempton  is  not  listed.  Could  the 
stores  in  1919  located  at  Coketon  and  Thomas  be  the  sameone?  Davis  &Braeholm  had  no  Buxton 
&Landstreet  store  in  1919. 

Bradstreet  records  of  1926  &  1927  have  Buxton  &Landstreet  with  stores  in  Benbush,  Dartmoor,  Davis, 
Henry,  Pierce  and  Thomas.  There  was  no  listing  in  Braeholm  for  Buxton  &Landstreet.  There  was  neither  a 
town  listing  for  Coketonnor  Kempton  for  those  years  in  Bradstreet. 

I  have  40  pages  of  correspondence  between  ISC  and  Buxton  &Landstreet.  Beginning  with  an  order  for 
1,000  pennies  on  sept  26,1925,  to  be  shipped  to  "your  Kempton  store".  On  a  June  28,  1928  Buxton 
&Landstreet  letterhead  the  stores  listed  are  Coketon,  Benbush,  Henry,  pierce,  Dartmoor,  Davis,  Kempton 
and  Boswell,  Pa.  with  a  warehouse  in  Coketon. 

Mystery  solved,  I  have  several  thousand  pages  of  West  Virginia  ISC  correspondence  letters.  In 
researching  the  Buxton  &Landstreet  files  I  found  a  Buxton  &Landstreet  letterhead  from  the  Davis  Store 
ordering  1,000  Brass  metal  pennies  on  January  16,  1926,  sample  enclosed,  with  a  typed  note  "Davis  metal 
script  is  marked  Store  #3,  letter  B,  and  does  not  bear  the  name  Davis",  signed  by  John  M.  Carmody,  general 
manager  and  to  be  shipped  to  Davis  (see  copy  of  invoice  on  following  page). 

Ed  was  correct,  long  time  coming  but  the  scrip  will  be  removed  from  Braeholm  and  placed  at  Davis.  Thanks, 
Ed.

(This  is  a  continuing  series  of  interviews  with  long-time  NSCA  members.) 


This  edition  of  Scrip  Talk's  Ole  Timers  column  is  featuring  Bob  Shown,  Sr.,  a  collector  of  “flickers"(as 
coal  company  scrip  tokens  were  known  in  West  Kentucky  and  the  Illinois  Basin  coalfield)from  Beaver 
Dam,  in  Ohio  County,  Kentucky.  And  Bob  Sr.  is  not  to  be  confused  with  his  son,  Bob  Junior,  of 
Owensboro,  also  a  NSCA  member. 

And  speaking  of  Bob's  son,  Mr.  Shown  tells  a  delightful  story  of  how  his  boy,  when  about  7  or  8  years 
old,  introduced  him  to  “flickers". (Bear  in  mind  that  by  UMW  District  23’s  contract  the  use  of  “checks”, 
“scrip"  or  “flickers"  had  been  largely  abolished  in  the  West  Kentucky  coalfields  in  the  late  ‘40s).  Bob  had 
heard  of  flickers,  but  had  never  seen  any.  It  seems  that  one  day  many  years  ago.  Bob  Junior  came  along 
home  one  afternoon  with  a  tin  Sucrets  box  in  hand,  and  when  his  Dad  made  inquiry,  he  showed  him  a  little 
box  with  several  pieces  of  Cooper  Brothers  (KY  1 85C)“flickers"  ,  which  he  explained  to  his  Dad  that  he 
had  swapped  for  “2  dimes  and  a  bullfrog"!  Bob  Junior  started  out  as  one  heck  of  a  scrip  trader,  and  2 
dimes  and  a  bullfrog  worth  of  flickers  had  gotten  Bob  Senior  hooked!  (  I  failed  to  extract  the  full  story  on 
how  Dad  managed  to  acquire  the  treasure  in  the  Sucrets  tin!  ) 

Bob  began  asking  around  about  these  tokens  and  was  referred  to  Claude  Travis  over  in  Muhlenberg 
County,  and  Claude  recruited  him  into  the  NSCA  in  the  mid-70s.  At  an  early  meeting  in  West  Virginia,  or 
perhaps  one  at  Berea,  Claude  introduced  him  to  Walter  Caldwell,  Paul  Jenson,  “Tippy",  Crawford 
Blakeman  and  others,  and  his  favorite  memories  of  our  club  reflect  on  the  warmth,  friendship  and 
comraderyexperienced  at  these  gatherings,  and  the  member’s  willingness  to  help  and  advise  one  another, 
as  well  as  learning  at  these  meetings  how  the  tokens  were  interwoven  with  the  history  of  the  mines  where 
they  were  issued,  and  the  lives  of  the  men  whose  families  came  to  be  dependent  upon  them,  the  history 
being  critical  to  his  interest. 

Bob  Shown  came  by  our  hobby  “honestly”,  having  spent  a  career  working  as  a  UMWA  miner  in  the 
surface  and  deep  mines  of  Ohio  County,  and  a  brief  excursion  up  into  Pike  County  on  a  mine  construction 
project. 

Bob’s  collecting  interest  focuses  narrowly  on  Ohio  County(where  it’s  said  that  his  collection  is  the  best 
in  existence),  and  the  surrounding  counties  in  the  West  Kentucky  coalfield.  When  asked  about  his  favorite 
flickers,  he  quickly  replied  that  those  would  be  the  bi-metal  tokens  issued  by  the  Beaver  Dam  Coal 
Company(KY  2758A100,500&1000)and  the  West  Kentucky  Coal  Company(  KY  865A  5-100)which 
employed  a  copper  center  ring,  rather  than  the  aluminum  center  on  most  bi-metals.  And  too.  he’s  fond  of 
his  Mary  Helen  $20  dollar  token  from  far-away  Harlan  County.  Bob  is  recognized  by  West  Kentucky 
collectors  as  being  THE  authority  on  the  history  of  the  Speed  Family's  Beaver  Dam  Coal  Company. 

As  to  the  NSCA's  future,  I  think  it’s  safe  to  say  that  Bob  would  like  for  us  all  to  do  whatever  we  can  to 
engender  more  opportunities  for  us  to  get  to  know  one  another  better,  and  learn  from  one  another,  as  well 
as  a  renewed  focus  on  the  history  of  the  use  of  our  tokens.  Thanks  Bob  for  sharing  whenever  you  can  with 
all  who  wanna  learn  about  the  flickers  of  West  Kentucky!

Although  I've  known  for  years  about  the  paper  scrip  issued  in  1862  by  the  Coosa  Navigation  and 
Coal  Mining  Company  of  Montgomery,  Alabama,  I  had  never  even  seen  an  illustration  of  one  until  earlier 
this  year,  when  no  less  than  five  denominations  were  offered  for  sale  by  Heritage  Auctions.  They  were  part 
of  a  huge  collection  of  obsolete  notes  from  Georgia.  I  was  able  to  purchase  three  of  the  five  notes. 

The  company  was  located  in  Alabama,  so  why  were  they  included  as  part  of  a  collection  of  Georgia 
obsolete  currency?  Well,  as  you  can,  the  words  "Atlanta,  Ga."  are  at  the  lower  left  on  the  illustrated  note. 
Evidently  the  appearance  of  those  two  words  was  enough  for  the  collector,  even  though  the  notes  were 
obviously  used  at  Talladega,  Alabama. 

As  stated  in  its  act  of  incorporation  on  February  24,  1860  in  Alabama,  this  company's  business  was 
to  "clear  away  the  obstructions  to  the  navigation  by  steamboats  of  the  Coosa  river  from  the  Ten  Islands  to 
Fort  Williams,  and  to  open  up  and  develop  the  coal  beds  in  St.  Clair  county,  and  ship  such  coal  to  market, 
and  to  this  end,  said  company  shall  have  power  to  purchase  any  number  of  slaves  which  may  be  necessary 
to  employ  in  clearing  away  said  obstructions  in  said  river,  and  opening  said  coal  beds  and  raising  and 
shipping  coal  from  the  same,  and  may  contract  for  the  hiring  of  any  number  of  hands  for  this  purpose..."  It 
also  specifies  that  "said  company  shall  have  no  power  to  issue  notes  or  bills  to  circulate  as  money." 
Fortunately  for  collectors,  this  section  of  the  act  was  ignored. 

The  25,  50,  and  75  cents  notes  are  identical,  except  for  the  denomination.  The  two  dollar  and  three 
dollar  tokens  have  a  different  vignette  at  the  left  side,  with  the  words  "Stream  Presses,  Atlanta,  Ga." 
below.  The  wording  in  the  center  are  "PAY  THE  BEARER  THREE  DOLLARS  IN  CONFEDERATE  NOTES,  WHEN 
PRESENTED  IN  SUMS  OF  FIVE  DOLLARS  OR  UPARDS,  AT  THE  OFFICE  OF  TALLADEGA  INSURANCE  CO."  And, 
vertically  at  the  left,  are  the  words  "RECEIVABLE  FOR  SALT  AT  KIDD'S  SALT  WORKS,  IN  CLARK  COUNTY, 
ALABAMA." 

Coal  company  obsolete  currency  such  as  this  predates  metal  scrip,  in  some  cases  by  several 
decades;  at  least  one  company  issued  notes  as  early  as  the  1820s.  In  most  cases  the  survival  rate  is  very 
low,  since  notes  are  much  more  fragile  than  metal  tokens.  I've  collected  them  for  many  years  and  have 
learned  that  locating  them  is  much  more  difficult  than  paying  for  them.  It  takes  a  lot  of  patience! 
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“Cover  Story” 

Men  and  women  engaged  in  politics,  and  others  in  all  sorts  of  leadership  positions,  dream  of  being  the 
feature  of  a  cover  story  on  the  front  page  of  TIME,  or  of  even  a  trade  journal  serving  their  industry,  or 
profession,  but  rarely  does  a  hobbyist,  a  collector,  let  alone  a  scrip  collector  find  themselves  on  a  cover.  But 
there's  a  nice  color  photograph  of  Dave  Schenkman  on  the  September/October  issue  of  the  TAMS  Journal,  in 
recognition  of  his  having  been  inducted  into  the  American  Numismatic  Association’s(ANA)  Hall  of  Fame, 
that  organization's  most  prestigious  honor.  The  induction  took  place  at  the  ANA’s  annual  meeting  near 
Chicago  in  July. 

Interestingly  enough  to  scrip  collectors,  in  a  selfish  sorta  way,  should  be  the  fact  that  at  that  same  ANA 
meeting  in  July,  one  of  the  featured  presentations  was  Dave’s  color  slide  show  on  rare  and  unusual  mining 
scrip,  the  same  show  he  put  on  at  our  dinner  meeting  in  Pikeville  last  Spring.  With  hundreds  of  very  serious 
coin  collectors  from  all  over  America  in  attendance,  scrip  collecting  could  not  get  a  bigger  boost  than  that 
anywhere  that  we  can  imagine. 

Scrip  collectors  know  Dave  as  THE  authority  (and  author)  on  exploders,  and  as  a  collector  of  rare, unusual 
old  coal  scrip,  but  he’s  the  author  of  eight  books,  each  of  which  is  considered  a  standard  reference,  more  than 
200  articles  on  tokens  and  medals  ,  and  he  acts  as  a  contributing  editor  for  “The  Numismatist’;  Dave  has  been 
the  recipient  of  the  American  Venturist  Association’s(AVA)Literary  Award,  and  at  least  twice,  the  NSCA’s 
Literary  Award.  Dave  currently  has  a  revision  of  his  “Virginia  Tokens”  at  the  printer,  and  due  out  this  Fall, 
and  he  is  working  on  an  all-new  book  on  paper  scrip. 


Did  you  know  . . . 

The  company  store  of  Peerless  Coal  &  Coke  Co.,  Vivian,  W.V.  started  using  penny  boxes  of  matches, 
similar  to  the  type  depicted  here,  instead  of  scrip  pennies  as  change? 

A  good  friend  of  mine  recalled  that  the  store  manager  at  Vivian  told  him  that  he  quit  ordering  scrip 
pennies  and  instead  just  used  boxes  of  matches  in  place  of  the  pennies  that  would  have  been  rendered  in 
change. 

There  was  a  large  box  of  these  matches  on  the  counter  next  to  the  register.  It  actually  made  good  sense 
because  everyone  needed  matches  for  wood/coal  burning  stoves,  cigarettes,  etc.  and  everyone  carried  a  box  of 
matches  with  them.  Too,  the  store  manager  not  only  was  able  to  “sell”  more  matches  in  doing  this,  he  didn't 
have  to  invest  in  having  scrip  pennies  made.  Recall  that  the  cost  of  making  scrip  for  the  lower  denominations 
was  very  close  per  token  regardless  of  the  denomination.  How  many  other  stores  utilized  this  practice???

Is  It  Coal  Scrip  or  Merchant  Token? 

Or  Both?  By  Kevin  Andersen 

Among  the  many  different  tokens  encountered  we  sometimes  face  the  question  of  whether  some  tokens  once 
thought  to  be  coal  scrip  were  in  fact  merchant  tokens.  Obviously,  tokens  with  a  coal  company  name  on  them 
are  easy  to  discern.  The  trouble  begins  when  the  token  bears  only  a  name  plus  “mercantile”  or  “store”,  just 
to  name  a  few  examples.  Some  of  our  catalog  listings  are  what  we  would  call  a  “legacy  listing”,  meaning 
that  it  was  listed  a  long  time  ago  and  no  records  survive  to  tell  us  why  it  was  so  listed.  Oftentimes  it  was 
simply  word  of  mouth,  w  here  someone  at  that  time  stated  that  they  know  for  a  fact  that  a  certain  token  was 
used  at  a  certain  place.  And  so  we  now  spend  our  time  re-evaluating  some  tokens  to  try  to  identify  how  they 
should  be  characterized. 

In  this  search  for  information,  is  it  possible  that  a  token  can  actually  be  both  coal  scrip  and  merchant  token? 
The  short  answer  is  “yes”.  Back  in  1928  in  West  Virginia,  a  case*  went  the  West  Virginia  Supreme  Court  of 
Appeals  that  looked  at  the  question  of  w  hether  the  plaintiff,  one  A.H.  Legg,  could  recoup  certain  monies 
from  the  Junior  Mercantile  Company  (hereinafter  “JMC”)  for  tokens  in  Mr.  Legg’s  possession.  Legg 
acquired  the  tokens  from  other  individuals,  probably  accepting  them 
a  discounted  rate  as  was  the  practice  of  the  day.  JMC  refused  on 
several  grounds,  which  is  beyond  the  scope  of  this  article. 

What  is  of  interest  to  us  as  token  collectors  are  some  of  the  details 
reported  in  the  case.  First,  a  nice  description  is  given  of  the  token  in 
question,  which  was  stated  to  be: 

“On  one  side  is  the  following: 

“Master  Metal  Scrip  100  Ingle-Schierloh 
Co.  Dayton,  O.  Pat  Pend  In  Mdse  Only.” 
and  on  the  other  side  is  the  following: 

“Junior  Mercantile  Company  JMCo 
Redeemable  in  Mdse  only  1.00” 

The  Court  went  on  to  identify  some  facts  regarding  where  the  tokens 
We  find  that  Court  stating  “The  coal  company  operates  a  coal  mine  near  Glen  Ferris  in  Fayette  County,  and 

the  mercantile  company  conducted  its  mercantile  business  in  the 
same  town  in  the  year  1926  when  the  scrip  was  issued.  When  the 
coal  company  was  incorporated  it  acquired  all  the  stock  of  the 
mercantile  company  and  has  at  all  time  since  owned  that  stock 
except  shares  sufficient  to  qualify  the  directors.  It  appears  that 
the  mercantile  company  in  the  conduct  of  its  business  issued 
these  metal  discs  to  its  customers  indiscriminately,  for  instance, 
as  change  for  cash,  and  the  like.  It  was  also  a  practice  for  it  to 
issue  scrip  to  those  employees  of  the  coal  company  who  had 
assigned  to  it  by  written  assignment  wages  then  due  or  to  become 
due  from  the  coal  company  and  which  assignment  has  been 
accepted  by  the  coal  company.  When  the  assignment  of  wages 
had  been  made  and  accepted  the  employees  of  the  coal  company 
would  make  purchases  on  the  strength  thereof  and  for  the  balance  these  metal  discs  were  delivered  to  the 
employees;  and  at  the  next  pay-day  of  the  coal  company  the  mercantile  company  would  collect  the  amount 
so  assigned  in  cash.” 


The  Court  went  on  to  state  “The  persons  to  whom  the  coin,  now  owned  and  held  by  plaintiff,  was 
originally  issued  are  now  unknown  and  may,  or  may  not  have  been  employees  of  the  “West  Virginia  Coal 
Coke  Company.”  [original  emphasis ] 

If  there  was  any  question  as  to  the  connection  between  the  Junior  Mercantile  Company  and  the  West 
Virginia  Coal  &  Coke  Company,  a  December,  1936  article  in  Coal  Age**  resolved  it  “The  problem  of 
coordination  in  the  West  Virginia  Coal  &  Coke  organization  is  not  only  one  of  interdepartmental  activities 
but  also  of  interorganization  functions.  Four  separate  corporate  units  are  combined  in  the  set-up.  T  he  parent 
organization  is  West  Virginia  Coal  &  Coke  Corporation,  which  is  directly  responsible  for  the  operation  of 
the  mining  properties  in  Logan,  Barbour,  Braxton  and  Randolph  counties.  West  Virginia.”  The  article  then 
goes  on  to  state:  “A  third  corporation  -the  Junior  Mercantile  Co. — controls  the  operation  of  the  stores;  .  . .” 
Even  though  Fayette  County  was  not  included  in  the  list  above,  earlier  in  the  article  it  tells  us  that  “When  the 
West  Virginia  Coal  &  Coke  Co.  assumed  control  of  the  consolidated  properties  on  Jan.  1,  1925,  to  took 
possession  of  fourteen  operating  mines  in  Logan  County  and  two  in  Fayette  County.  Nine  of  these  mines, 
including  Glen  Ferris,  in  Fayette  County,  had  been  part  of  the  Hutchinson  string;  the  other  six  had  been 
Main  Island  Creek  Coal  Co.  mines.  Today  the  West  Virginia  Coal  &  Coke  Corporation  operates  only  six 
mines  in  Logan  County  and  the  Fayette  County  mines  are  completely  out  of  the  picture.” 

What  we  learn  from  all  this  is  that  the  Junior  Mercantile  Co.  handled  these  tokens  as  not  only  “scrip” 
for  the  West  Virginia  Coal  &  Coke  Co.  employees,  but  it  also  gave  out  these  tokens  in  change  to  regular 
customers  as  “merchant  tokens.”  We  also  learn  that  the  tokens  currently  identified  as  Edkins  #2123  “B 
series”  also  have  a  place  under  the  listing  for  Glen  Ferris,  W V  (Edkins  #  1 1 29). 

Epilogue:  In  case  you  were  wondering,  Mr.  Legg  lost  his  case.  In  the  end  the  Court  found  that  it  could  not 
grant  the  relief  he  sought  (cash  in  exchange  for  the  scrip)  because  there  was  no  way  to  determine  whether  the 
tokens  came  from  regular  customers  or  West  Virginia  Coal  &  Coke  employees,  or  what  percentage  of  each. 
There  was  just  no  reasonable  way  to  make  such  a  determination.  The  reasoning  being  that  if  the  tokens  were 
purchased  from  regular  customers  (i.e.  not  coal  company  employees)  Mr.  Legg  would  not  be  entitled  to  a 
money  judgment,  but,  if  it  was  from  coal  company  employees,  he  would  be  entitled  to  money  judgment. 

The  burden  of  proof  rested  upon  the  shoulders  of  the  plaintiff.  His  loss,  however,  is  our  gain,  in  that  we  are 
given  an  interesting  and  clearer  picture  of  token  usage  in  the  coalfields!

In  a  discussion  with  Mr.  Donald  Clifford  about  Trace  Fork  Coal  co.  and  how  Edkins  list  the  scrip  in  his 
book  "Edkins  Catalogue  of  United  States  Coal  Company  Store  Scrip,  third  edition  Volume  II",  1  looked  at 
the  research  material  on  hand  to  find  the  following. 


Edkins  has  listed  on  page  291,  Trace  Fork  2821  [Kanawha]  as  the  location 
for  Trace  Fork  Coal  Co 

Dodrill  in  his  book  "20,000  Coal  Company  Stores"  on  page  254  items 
T330  &  331  has  Trace  Fork  Coal  Co.  listed  in  Mullens  from  1914  to  1918 
and  Tracoal  from  1919  to  1925. 

Ingle  records  which  Mr.  John  Byars  so  graciously,  forwarded  me  a  copy  of 
what  he  has,  indicate  that  Trace  Fork  Coal  Co.  placed  a  order  [#4304]  for 
scrip  in  1918  to  be  sent  to  Mullens,  W.  Va. 


In  the  book  "IMAGES  of  AMERICA,  WYOMING  COUNTY"  by  Ed 
Robinson  on  page  28,  In  a  statement  about  coal  town  name  changes  has  this  to  say  about  Trace  Fork.  Trace 
Fork  Coal  Co.  was  the  coal  operator  and  originally  named  the  town  Trace  Fork.  The  post  office  rejected  the 
name  and  it  was  renamed  Tracoal.  Other  names  of  this  town  were  Harmco  and  Nuriva. 


The  Bradstreet  records  that  I  have  list  Trace  Fork  Coal  Co.  in  Mullens  in  1919  and  1920.  From  1921  to 
1924  Trace  Fork  Coal  Co.  is  listed  in  Tracoal  as  the  only  business  with  a  population  of  200  and  was  5  miles 
from  Mullens  in  Wyoming  County.  I  have  found  no  camp  or  town  named  Trace  Fork,  however  there  was  a 
town  named  Track  Fork  in  Kanawha  County  with  a  population  of  10  during  the  Trace  Coal  Co.  period. 


The  website  of  West  Virginia  place  names  has  Trace  Fork  in 
Kanawha  County  in  1950  with  a  [?]  question  mark.  Also  has,  Trace 
Fork  in  Wyoming  County  in  1918  with  a  [?]  question  mark.  Tracoal 
is  listed  as  being  established  in  1920. 


West  Virginia  Annual  Report  Department  of  Mines  has  Trace 
Fork  Coal  Co.  mine  No.  1  in  operation  at  Mullens  from  1913  to  191 8 
and  all  other  years  mine  No  1  as  being  in  Tracoal  until  1924. 


Edkins  catalogue  is  correct  in  the  name  of  Trace  Fork,  but  the 
county  should  be  Wyoming  not  Kanawha. 


The  website  of  West  Virginia  Office  of  Miners  Health  Safety  and 
operation  from  1914  to  1923. 


Training  has  Trace  Fork  Coal  Co.  in 


Note:  The  rarity  of  the  $1 .00  piece  should  be  modified  to  R-9.  Also,  another  observation  worthy  of  note  is 
that  some  of  the  dollar  pieces  have  a  circular  piercing  (hole),  the  reason  of  which  is  not  known  at  this  time.

PLASTIC  NSCA  SHOW  TOKENS 


I  started  collecting  the  plastic  and  metal  NSCA  show  tokens  a  few  years  ago.  I  was  helped  a  great  deal  by  many 
members,  some  of  who  I  must  mention.  Patsy  Thacker,  Walter  Caldwell  and  Crawford  Blakeman  were  instrumental 
in  my  obtaining  information  and  some  very  hard  to  find  NSCA  tokens.  In  asking  when  the  plastic  show  tokens  were 
first  started,  that  information  had  been  lost  to  father  time  (1  know  how  easy  that  is).  Recently  while  reviewing  old 
Scrip  Talk  issues  1  came  across  in  the  July,  1980  issue 

"A  regular  meeting  of  the  executive  committee  of  the  National  Scrip  Collectors  Association  was  held  on  Friday 
may  2,  1980  at  the  Holiday  Inn,  Beckley,  West  Virginia.  Present  were;  W.  E.  Williams,  President,  C.  F.  Colley, 
Charles  Rogers  and  C.  H.  Blakeman  -  Vice  Presidents;  and  Walter  Caldwell,  Secretary-  Treasurer.  President 
Williams  declared  a  quorum  present  for  the  transaction  of  business.  President  Williams  announced  two  membership 
stimulators  and  following  proper  motion,  the  committee  approved  the  project.  ( 1 )  A  W.  VA.  glass  paperweight  will 
be  prepared  for  sale  to  members  at  each  may  meeting  featuring  a  mining  scene  logo.  It  was  noted  that  only  12  were 
made  for  the  Hawk's  Nest  meeting  last  year  and  only  20  was  made  for  the  Beckley  meeting.  After  purchase  of  these, 
the  dies  were  destroyed.  (2)  A  plastic  token  featuring  the  logo  of  NSCA  and  the  meeting  site  will  be  prepared  for 
each  meeting  and  will  be  given  to  each  member  registering  for  the  event.  Too,  the  tokens  will  be  available  for  each 
new  member  signed  only  to  the  time  of  the  following  six  month's  meeting  at  which  time  the  remaining  tokens  will 
be  destroyed."  In  the  same  issue  W.  E.  Williams,  president's  corner  he  said, 

"For  the  May  meeting  last  year  at  Hawk's  Nest,  Scriptor  Harold  Lee  of  Morgantown  arranged  with  John  Gentile 
of  Gentile's  Glass  Works  to  make  12  paperweights  from  a  special  die  showing  a  coal  miner  going  to  work.  Seven 
were  sold.  This  year  I  asked  Harold  to  arrange  for  another  special  weight  for  the  Beckley  meeting.  They  made  20 
and  destroyed  the  die.  The  weight  shows  the  date  and  location  of  the  meeting  and  includes  a  crossed  pick  and  axe 
depicting  both  coal  and  lumber  aspects  of  NSCA.  First  edition  weights  were  sold  for  $3o  each.  A  new  (plastic) 
token  is  planned  for  each  semi-annual  meeting.  If  you  want  one  you  must  come  to  the  meeting.  None  will  be  sold  by 
NSCA." 

Now  I  and  you  know,  the  first  plastic  token  was  made  for  the  NSCA  May  3,  1980  meeting.  1  think  it  was  Walter 
Caldwell  after  he  and  I  talked  about  the  show  token  just  surprised  me  by  sending  me  a  Hawk's  Nest  paperweight. 
Now  I  am  in  the  market  for  a  Beckley  1980  paperweight.
